Voltaire’s Books vs. the Bible 

The French infidel, Voltaire (1694- 
1778 A.D.) is reported to have made the 
claim that “in one hundred years .the 
Bible will be an extinct book.” 

A few years before the war the library 
of the Earl of Dudley, England, was 
auctioned in a London bookstore, and 
ninety-two volumes of Voltaire’s writ- 
ings, bound in calf, were sold for two 
dollars! About the same time the British 
Government paid the Soviet Union the 
sum of $500,000 for the Codex Sinaiti- 
cus, an ancient Bible manuscript! ‘To- 
day, more than 150 years after the death 
of Voltaire, the Bible has a far larger 
circulation than ever before in the his- 
‘tory of the world! (Newman Watts)

The Change in Russia 

According to Brother N. J. Poysti of 
the Russian and Eastern European Mis- 
sion, Soviet Russia has made an official 
“about face” in its attitude toward relig- 
ion. 

The voice of E. M. Yaroslavsky,-head 
of the Militant Atheists League in Rus- 
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sia, the man who spearheaded the vic- 
ious attacks upon Christianity for many 
years, recently was silenced by death. 
And with his passing Besbozhnik (The 
Godless), a blasphemous _ periodical 
which he edited, has discontinued pub- 
lication. It is reported that the printery 
and the publishing house where this and 
other atheistic literature was produced 
have been placed at the disposal of the 
Russian Orthodox Church. Moreover, 
it is rumored that Russia in the near 
future will permit the importation of 
Christian literature from America. 
The Mission has even received news 
from its workers in that part of Russia 
which formerly constituted eastern Po- 
land, that they are busy in the Lord’s 
work, that the work is progressing, that 
ministers are free from secular work, 
and that they enjoy freedom of worship. 
Scores of Christian workers in Eastern 
Europe who for many years have looked 
forward to the day when they could 
preach the gospel in Soviet Russia, are

Latin America Catholics Oppose 
Protestants 

A pastoral letter protesting against ac- 
tivities of Protestant sects in Latin Amer- 
ica has been issued to the Catholic cler- 
gy and the members of all dioceses in 
Argentina by the cardinal primate, arch- 
bishops, and bishops. 

The note adjures all Catholics against 
sending their children to Protestant 
schools, reading Protestant publications, 
and from contributing financially toward 
organizations linked with Protestant ac: 
tivities. Such organizations specifically 
mentioned were the Y.M.C.A., the Y- 
W.C.A., and the Salvation Army. 

The letter asserted the Protestant or- 
ganizations are waging an intensive cam- 
paign in Latin America to gain converts. 

“The audacity of the attack is such 
that it is well known that Protestant 


missionaries and pastors invoke our con- ° 


stitutions and claim most absolute relig- 

ious liberty,” the letter said. ; 
The letter declared the constitution 

grants religious freedom, but this does 


not mean freedom to proselytize Cath- i | 
olics. ii 
The letter asserted: | 

“We have a right to oppose this Prot- | 
estant proselytizing campaign which 
mutilates Catholic unity in attempting 
to separate the Catholic church of a 
Catholic country from those who were _ 
baptized in that church.”

Wt a declaration! There are spirits 
of all kinds manifested through the 
human flesh, many of which are known 
as satanic, but others only thought of 
as human, such as. jealousy, envy, fault 
finding, gossiping, busybody, etc. But 
there are the spirits of hatred, murder, 
lust, greed, revolution, war, vicious evil 
spirits—spirits of all kinds. 

I am afraid too many are not conscious 
that they are controlled by various spirits. 
There is a spirit of talkativeness, one of 
secretiveness. Many are good spirits, but 
many are bad. It is only as one learns to 
tule over his spirit instead of yielding to 
the flesh and outside worldly spirits that 
one can become a master and be worth- 
while in the world or in the kingdom of 
God. 

Spirits of pleasure, ease, seeking some- 
thing new all the time, unrest, careless- 
ness, indifference—how they predomi- 
nate in many Christian lives. Self-seek- 
ing, pride, ambition to rise, seeking to 
predominate, riding rough shod over oth- 
ers—so many spirits prevailing one hardly 
knows what to do at times. 

In Jesus’ day, as today, rulers were in 
power, the church hierarchy was in high 
places; poor, downtrodden humanity was 
in dire distress with no hope from the 
religious forces of that day, wrestling not 
against flesh and blood, but against prin- 
cipalities and powers, against the rulers 
of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places. It 
surely is a picture of today. Something 
must be done. But how? Spirits of men 
needed to. be changed. Someone was 
needed with a right spirit, God’s Spirit, 
to declare the message of God. 

Many today believe they have the 
Spirit of God, but there is a grave ques- 
tion in the minds of some, for the Spirit 
of God will not make one worldly, not 
bring pride, exaltation, and worldly ac- 
claim. “They that live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution,” and “he 
that humbleth himself shall be exalted.” 
The Spirit of God will not be dictated to 
and used by worldly minds. ‘The Master 
said, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me” 
—envelops me, fills me, covers me, pos- 
sesses me. 

A spirit upon one makes him entirely 
different than before. Not a swearing 
spirit, for no one can call Jesus accursed 
by the Spirit and no one can call Jesus, 
Lord, but by the Spirit. Not a worldly 
spirit, for “he that loveth the world the 
love of the Father is not in him.” Not a

joking, jesting, pleasure-loving spirit. 
The Spirit of the Lord God! If we but 
had the fulness of what this means. 
Surely the day of Pentecost revealed it. 
The Spirit that spoke of the wonderful 
works of God through people in tongues 
of all nations so each nationality under- 
stood. ‘The Spirit that made Peter bold 
to stand up for Jesus and preach repen- 
tance, baptism in water, baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. 

The Spirit speaking expressly—“as the 
Spirit gave them utterance,” not only 
with the- thought that the Spirit gave 
power for one to utter what was to be 
said, but the Spirit using the individual 
as a-channel to flow through, giving ut- 
terance of eternal, divine truths, looking 
beyond the earthly human reasoning and 
understanding. ‘The Spirit speaking to 
the people—“Him that hath an ear, . . 
hear what the Spirit sayeth to the 
churches.” Oh, Lord God, give us men 
upon whom Thy Spirit can come that 
the world might know Thee, the only 
true God and Jesus Christ Whom Thou 
hast sent. 

What did the Spirit do to Jesus? After 
thirty years of mostly obscurity the Spirit 
came upon Him while being baptized in 
the river Jordan. The Spirit drove Him 
into the wilderness. The Spirit gave 
Him power to overcome. “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you: and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me.” Power for overcoming 
the devil, bearing faithful witness, not 
backsliding when going through fiery 
trials and testings. 

The Spirit of the Lord God is upon me 
to preach. Oh, preachers, Bible students, 
let me warn you, your ministry will but 
be a profession if this does not happen to 
you: Your message, well thought out, 
prepared homiletically to perfection, will 
but be fame and fortune, perhaps, for 
you—but no souls born into the kingdom 
of God, no praying, God-fearing, church- 
going members in’ the body of Christ; 


fruitless, barren lives, soon disappointed 
and looking elsewhere as the glamour 
dies out or you move on. 

The Spirit of the Lord is upon me to 
preach—the gospel. “I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation” (Rom. 1: 
16). The poor will hear the gospel, but 
I wonder if we have grown to the place 
where we do not want the poor. I have 
heard such complaints. But He _ has 
“anointed me to preach the gospel to the- 
poor.” Millions will never have much of 
this world’s goods. In every generation 
it is always so. As in Jesus’ day, multi- 
tudes need the loaves and fishes. Oh, if 
only someone can bring about a panacea 
to meet the need. It is not food for the 
body they need, but food for the soul. 
Needy perishing souls, not needing so- 
cials, recreation, education, money, 
fame—but God. Needing to know the 
Savior Who alone can save and fit them 
for a better life here and hereafter. 

Preaching the gospel to the poor. Ev- 
ery village, hamlet, and city has them. 
No place is too small to go into—or too 
great. “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest 
to send forth laborers.” 

When one has this experience that Je- 

sus had, he not only is anointed to preach 
the gospel to the poor, but to heal the 
brokenhearted. What a needy ministry 
today with every home touched by war; 
sons and husbands in the war, many 
away, many wounded, many dead; brok- 
en-hearted mothers, fathers, _ sisters, 
wives, sweethearts. Heal the broken- 
hearted. Only the balm of Gilead is suf- 
ficient for this need. Much could be said 
of broken homes and hearts due to booze, 
divorce, etc. The need is everywhere 
but the anointed message brings healing 
to the brokenhearted. 
_ Preaching deliverance to the captives. 
Those in the clutches of the devil, with 
no power to free themselves from evil 
habits and companions, have a great 
need. But there is deliverance. Halle- 
lujah! Jesus can break the bands and 
push the bars asunder. 

Recovering of sight to the blind. Eyes 
that need to see heaven and home, to see 
the pure, divine and celestial realms; 
eyes to see Jesus and the host of witnes- 
ses that encompass us about, who have 
counted this world not dear that they 
might win Christ; eyes that have looked 
on the sordid, earthly things, can be 
opened to see God and His eternity. ‘The

Born in Saskatchewan, Canada, where 
he spent his early childhood, Albert J. 
Ruedger came in early boyhood with 
his parents to California where he made 
his home in the San Joaquin Valley, in 
Reedley. He was saved when a Junior 
in high school, and during his Senior 
year he received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. Brother and Sister L. R. Keys 
were then the pastors in Reedley, and it 
was through her encouragement he was 
brought to seek the Lord. The family 
then moved to San Jose and he became 
a member of Upper Room Mission, and 
Brother Max Freimark was then his 
pastor. 


In 1925 he went to Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute from which he graduated 
in 1927 and entered the ministry. He 
received license to preach the first year 
Brother M. 'T. Draper was elected Sup- 
erintendent and at the time the District 
Superintendent’s office became a full- 
time position. ’ 
With Walter Frederick, also a G.T.- 
B.I. graduate, and who is now Superin- 
tendent of the Alberta District in Can- 
ada, he went to Hollister where they 
were pastors for almost two years. Dur- 
ing their ministry the Hollister church 
came into the Council. The boys had 
some interesting experiences there. 
While they were holding tent meetings 
on the town circus lot, a group who 
would have rather seen other activities 
than that of gospel meetings on the lot 
decided to do something about it. As a 
result 60 patches had to be put on the 
tent from the stoning it underwent. 
Other free advertising came to them on 
one occasion when a stunt parachute 
jumper, in putting on a great perfor- 
mance for the whole town to behold, 
dropped in on them when the wind

changed his landing plans. He came 
through the tent, parachute and all, and 
the crowd soon gathered ’round. The 
worshipers had been more accustomed 
to having heavenly visitations of a more 
spiritual nature, and the parachute jum- 
per had been used to more suitable 
landing fields, but that was one way to 
get into.a good Pentecostal meeting. The 
tent suffered most, but order was soon 
restored until some time later when a 
hoodlum-set grass fire threatened its de- 
struction. However, it was saved, and 
the work of the Lord progressed in that 
community. 

He was ordained in 1929 and he and 
Billy Morton traveled that summer as 
district evangelists, having good meet- 
ings in a number of places. Following 
this ministry, he was pastor in Los Banos 
for two years. 

In the fall of 1931 he married Evelyn 
Brians, who was pianist for Brother Frei- 
mark in Upper Room Mission. Shortly 
after their marriage they went to the 
Northwest District and pastored the 
church at McMinnville, Oregon, for a 
year and a half. From there they went 


to Sedro Woolley, Washington, where. 


he ministered for eight years. During 
his stay there the Sunday School satten- 
dance rose to 230 and church attendance 
was very fine. A regional camp meeting 
held there in 1939 in the city park, as 
guests of the city, was well attended and 
many were saved and bantized. While 
pastor of the church in Sedro Woolley 
they also pastored the church in Lyman, 
Wn., where practically the entire Bap- 
tist church came into Pentecost. 

In May, 1941, they came to Santa 
Cruz to succeed Brother P. C. Tacker 
as pastor of Glad Tidings Tabernacle. 
He is doing a good work for the Lord. 
The church is growing and they have a 
thriving Sunday School. 


He was appointed District Presbvter 
in 1943 to replace Brother D. QO. Bovd 
who went south to continue his studies 
in preparation for a chaplaincy to which 
he was recently apvointed. Brother 
Ruedger was elected Presbvter in 1944, 
returned to the office he had ably dis- 
charged the previous year.

The General’s Son

His life and character were so opposite 
to those of his father, and so unworthy, 
that, by an act of the senate, he was com- 
manded to forbear wearing that ring. 
They judged it unfit that he should have 
the honor to wear the picture of his 
father, who would not himself bear the 
resemblance of his father’s excellency. 

The divine command is, “Let every 
one that nameth the name of Christ de- 
part from iniquity.” 
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XT the early age of eight years the Lord 

began to speak to my heart while 
living in Clarksburg, Missouri, the place 
of my birth; but I was not willing to 
_ surrender my life to Him. I entered my 
teens, going in the way of sin, drinking, 
smoking, lying, cursing, and stealing. 
One day when I was sixteen years of 
age God’s voice came to me as | was on 
my way to call the doctor for my brother 
who was very sick, and He told me that 
_ He was going to take my youngest broth- 
er, and for me to draw close to Him. I 
went out into the woods and prayed for 
him but would not call on the Lord for 
myself. Two years later God took my 
father and also my mother, each time 
speaking to my heart to surrender to 
Him, but I was rebellious and would 
not yield. 

In 1926 I came to California and en- 
tered the trucking business in Modesto. 
As I prospered I was able to buy a 
house, and was married. Into our home 
was born a little son. How proud I was 
of him! When the child was seven 
months old the Lord spoke to me as | 
was leaving the house one morning, and 
told me that He was going to take the 
baby to be with Himself and that I 
should draw close to Him. Upon my 
return that evening the baby was in the 
hospital, and a few days later he died. 

I was desperately miserable. I knew 
that God had taken my loved ones be- 
cause of my wickedness but my heart 
was hard and stubborn. Doggedly I 
continued working hard, ever seeking 
for something to satisfy the deep yearn- 
ings of my soul. 

But God has ways and means of 
breaking the will and causing the heart 
to submit to the voice of the Spirit. 
Upon my return home from work one 
night I learned that my little wife had 
left me. This was a staggering blow. 
No amount of persuasion availed; she 
refused to return, and I was left alone 
with venomous hatred filling my heart 
and mind against the man who had 
caused the rift in my home. A few days 
later while driving the car towards Mo- 
desto the thought flashed across my 
mind to take the life of the one who 
had brought this unhappiness to mie. I 
pressed. the accelerator to the floor and 
sped on my way, intent on carrying out 
my diabolical scheme. 

Then it was that I had an experience 
which I shall never forget. Blindness 
settled down over my eyes. Light was

not discernible. Blackness enshrouded 


me. But stubbornly I kept on. An inner 
voice said, “You will kill yourself or 
someone else.” I retorted, “I don’t 
care how many people I kill or if I kill 
myself; I’m going to kill that man!” 
Three-quarters of a mile from the place 
where | was stricken blind, the veil was 
lifted from my eyes, but something laid 
hold of my throat like two large hands 
and passed on down to my lungs, stifling 
my breath and causing excruciating 
pain. I drove madly on over a bridge, 
and as I came to the other side I could 
not breathe and felt as though I were 
dying. I plunged forward on the car 


seat and thought of God. I called, “My . 


God! My God! What is this?” Then 
He answered me: “This is I. Come unto 
Me or I will take thy brother and thy 
sister.” My whole life opened before 
me and I saw how God had spoken to 
me in the past and had taken my loved 
ones from me. 

So I cried out to the Lord: “Thank 
you, Lord God! I will do anything you 
want me to do.” At once my lungs were 
relieved; I could breathe again. As I 
lifted myself up from the seat, I was 
shouting to the top of my voice, praising 
the Lord, for He had saved me there on 
the highway. Again came the voice of 
the Lord, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” I 
replied, “Lord, I will go.” This hap- 

ened at three o'clock in the afternoon 
of October 14, 1932. 

I continued on toward Modesto. The 

voice imperiously commanded me to go 


to the Pentecostal church “and let no 
man deceive you.” I said, “Lord, I can’t 
go.” because I remembered previously 
when my wife and I had attended a 
Pentecostal church, I promised her I 
would never go again. | had said to her 
at that time: “T’ll never set my foot in- 
side of another Pentecostal church be- 
cause those people are crazy. If I were 
going to act like a fool I would get out 
in the backwoods somewhere, but not 
before a congregation of people.” But 
the Lord told me that it was He speak- 
ing, and not J. Then I remembered I 
had promised Him on the highway that 
I would do anything He wanted me to 
do; so I said, “Thank you, Lord, I will

5 Upon returning to Modesto I drove 
to my sister’s place and told her about 
my conversion, She threw her arms 
around me and said, “Thank God! I 
have been praying for you.” Then I 
told her that God said for me to go to 
the Pentecostal church, and a frown 
came over her face. I said, “You can 
turn against me if you want to; the 
whole world can turn against me if it 
wants to; but I am going to the Pente- 
costal church knowing that I have God 
on my side.” _ 

The following Sunday morning [ at- 
tended the Pentecostal: church at 15th 
and G Streets in Modesto. At the close 
of the service the preacher dismissed the 
congregation and told them to come 
back for the evening meeting, but that 
did not satisfy me. I rose to my feet, and 
rushing down the aisle fell at the altar. 
I said to the preacher, “J»am saved and 
I know it, but you folks have something 
here that I have not got and I want it.” 
And I was back again for the evening 
service, seeking God. 

The next day I was asked to go to a 
fellowship meeting with the pastor. 
Now, every worldly desire had left me 
but I was still smoking except in the 
presence of the preacher because | 
thought it was not the proper thing to . 
do. Upon my return from the fellow- 
ship meeting that night the pastor let 
me off on Seventh Street, and I began 
to smoke a cigarette as I started walking 
down the street. Suddenly, as a mighty 
blast of thunder came the voice: “Who 
art thou, O man in Me? Thou art noth- 
ing. You are even so little that you can’t 
leave the worldly cigarettes alone. Cast 
thy cigarette down and thou shalt not

The first letter to be received from 
John and Daisy Kennedy since their re- 
turn to the homeland arrived recently. 
We are glad that they made the trip 
safely. They write from South Bend, 
Ind,, in part: 

“Tt was November 7 when we really 
left Freetown and said goodbye to all 
our friends and co-missionaries. . . . After 
traveling by R. A. F. to Fisherman’s Lake 
in Liberia, we had a wait of about four 
days before embarking on the Clipper 
for the U.S. A... . It was a real joy to 
have fellowship with the Wiles and the 
Lehmanns at Fisherman’s Lake the few 
days we were there as they were on their 
way to Gold Coast. . . . 

“Just before leaving Sierra Leone the 
Lord made it possible for us to make a 
trip into the hinterland to look over some 
sites for mission stations. We traveled 
two days by the famous Freetown train. 
They are very accommodating on this 
line. When it is lunch time: you pro- 
duce your own little kit, and if you want 
a cup of tea, well, you drop the tea 
leaves into the pot and carry it up to the 
engineer and he turns on the steam 
spout and fills the teapot for you. The 
old engine has a ane pull some times 
on the hills but she just backs down and 
tries again until she makes it. For two 
days we traveled so, and finally reached 
our destination. After about a 30-mile 
trip in a lorry, we then took to the bush 
trail and rode “Black Diamond Express.” 
~ About an 8-hour trek took us to our doc- 
tor friend at Bolohun where we rested a 
few days before going on to our real 
destination at Vonjama. This is a great 
area where no missionary work has been 
done and where they are desperately in 
need of the words of Life. Vonjama is 
about two and a half days travel by ham- 
‘ mock from the end of the motor road; 
so is a real pioneer adventure. We are 
praying so much that by the time we 
return there will be missionaries and 
funds to open up a work among the peo- 
ple of the Boose tribe. Pray with us; and 
for us while we are on furlough, for 
renewed strength and for the babies to 
build up, and if it is God’s will that we 
will somehow be furnished with a car. 
We are handicapped in getting about 
with the babies and no car.”

In their first letter of 1945, Brother 
and Sister Bernhard Johnson send to all 
their friends best wishes for a blessed 
year and God’s best during the whole 
year. Their letter, in part: 

“December 9, 1944, we had the priv- 
ilege of having special meetings com- 
bined with Bible studies here in Vargin- 
ha... . It was a great spiritual uplift to 
the church. From here’ we went all 
together to Tres Pontas where the work- 
ers together with the saints enjoyed a 
real outpouring of the Holy Spirit. 
Hundreds of the town’s population 
heard the Word of God preached on the 
street corners. At evening the hall did 
not hold the great crowd that gathered. 
Best of all we prayed with many sinners 
that came to Calvary. .. .

There is no 
other denomination in that town except 


the Catholic church. 

“The following day we went on our 
journey to Eloi Mendes where . . . we 
had a glorious meeting . . . crowded in 
like sardines . . . but thankful that the 
Spirit of God worked in our midst and 
we had the great joy of praying with 


many sinners. The convention is over 
but the revival fire is burning. Do con- 
tinue to pray for us and Brazil.”

By the Superintendent 


Last month we discussed briefly our 
co-operative effort to evangelize neglect- 
ed sections of our District, and now may 
‘I ask you to draw up the easy chair and 
consider a little further the desperate 
need for evangelism in the homeland, 
and suggestions for our utmost contri- 
bution. One of these days we shall have 
something to say about foreign missions; 
but let no one mistakenly conclude that 
all the heathen live on faraway shores. 
Far from it; our beloved America is being 
slowly paganized. 

This favored land, dedicated to the 
free worship of God by the early fathers, 
is now mainly populated by people un- 
churched and uninterested in churches; 
and a big majority of the minority that 
are church-minded are not Christians in 
the true sense of the word. Great seg- 
ments of the professing church are 
cursed with a sophisticated liberalism. 
Of course all Christians want to be lib- 
eral minded and up-to-date in their ideas 
and methods, but, alas, much that par- 
ades as liberalism and modernism in our 
day is really humanism and paganism, 
when boiled down to its true essence. 
Whatever moral and ethical purposes 
may be served by the present day moder- 
nistic crusade for Christian education 
and Christian ideals, it is a far cry from 
the historic faith of our fathers, that 
trumpeted the gospel of repentance and 
faith until Spirit-wrought conviction is- 
sued in Spirit-witnessed conversion. 

Right here in California we have large

They may have church spires 
and religious activity but no ade- 
quate gospel; and the people 
stumble on in semi-darkness, 
with church lights out even on 
Sunday, and drinking joints 
wide open and crowded with sin- 
bound, Satan-blinded, liquor-soused, and 
pleasure-mad men and women for whom 
Christ died. One would think this 
tragic war would arrest the mad 
scramble for pleasure at any price, but 
still they guzzle and giggle on to a Christ- 


less eternity. Oh, for an awakening. 


Turning to the brighter side, we 


should devoutly thank God for un- ° 


counted millions who have not bowed 
the knee:to Baal. Their testimony, like 
the sound of many waters, is going to 
the ends of the earth. I would here ex- 
press appreciation for every church that 
has remained true to Christ through the 
gathering gloom of the most confused 
and bewildering epoch in world history. 
Now at this crisis hour, these blood- 
bought, Spirit-taught groups are holding 
aloft the torch of free salvation through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Some who are 
more aggressively and dynamically evan- 


gelistic are making a great contribution 


to the over-all problem of evangelizing 
the unreached. We salute them in the 
spirit of brotherhood. 


Our own Assemblies of God fellow- 
ship has just reasons for humble thanks- 
giving for the vision and consecration 
that has carried the cause of full gospel 
evangelism thus far on its ever-widening 
mission. What can we do now to fur- 


ther advance the work thus far so nobly 
advanced? My first suggestion is that 
grown-up churches follow the law of 
nature and propagate after their kind—

Alturas Church 


The building pictured is the new 
church in Alturas. Formerly the admin- 
istration building of the Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, and Nevada Railway Company, 
now a part of the Southern Pacific, this 
building which originally cost $90,000 
to construct was purchased. the first of 
December for $12,000. We rejoice with 
the Alturas church people. that they 
could avail themselves of such a rare 
opportunity to acquire such a fine build- 
ing at such a low cost. Two thousand 
dollars was raised locally, $500 was a 
gift from the District home missions 
fund to help them over that “hump” 
that sometimes is that one height over 
which it is too great to rise; and the down 
payment of $2500 was made. ‘ 

The building is of gray quarried stone. 
It has a red tile roof, marble rest rooms, 
Venetian blinds throughout. It has am- 
ple rooms for Sunday School and all 
church activities. Parts of the buildings 
are rented and this provides income 
which meets the payments on the indebt- 
edness. 

It has not yet been dedicated, but 
services are being held in it in the left 
ground floor room which was formerly 
the main office. The building is in a 
good location, being situated on the main 
highway across the street from the Modoc 
Union High School, three blocks from 
the business section of the city. ; 

The Lord is blessing the meetings in 
the new location. We are happy to 
hear that the attendance has increased 
in both the services and in the Sunday 
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School, the record being raised from 
Sunday to Sunday in the latter. May 
the Lord bless Pastor Doyl Adams and 
the members of the church as they labor 
for the Master in the corner of our State. 
We wish them prosperity and growth 
with the blessings of the Lord as all is 
done unto His glory.

plant other centers and nurture them. 
Permit me to enlarge upon this idea. 
When a church has arrived at the junc- 
ture that might be called “Easy Street,” 
if the leaders are wise, they will look 
about for new projects that will provide 
the incentive for continued endeavor. 
New Sunday Schools and revival centers 
should be opened and fostered in neg- 
lected sections of the city, in outlying 
communities, or in cities remote. It mat- 
ters not where, so long as our time, our 
talent, and our money is being used to 
win souls and shepherd them for God. 
“There remaineth a rest for the people 
of God,” but it is not here, except in a 
spiritual sense. 

When Alexander the Great had no 
more worlds to conquer he sat down and 
wept. This seems so dramatic. But his- 
torians would have served succeeding 
generations, had they pointed with equal 
emphasis to the sequel—at the end of 
those super-man exertions, he began to 
be Alexander “the small” and died in a 
drunken debauch. A militantly aggres- 
sive church is mighty as an army with 
banners; but when she slacks her vigi- 
lance in building the kingdom of God, 
and follows the example of the church in 
the wilderness that “sat down to eat and 
drink and rose up to play,” her spiritual 
muscles will become flabby and disinte- 
gration will set in. 

One other suggestion here. Where 
local churches do not have a church ex- 
tension program that provides an outlet 
for this evangelistic and missionary urge 
that is part and parcel of our holy faith,

According to Revelation, the General 
Electric Company has a new listening 
device on the principle of a dictaphone 
by which outside persons can pick up 
conversations as far away as three miles.

Drew Pearson of the 
Washington Merry-go-Round reports 
that in an Army and Navy trial of the 
apparatus it was beamed toward the 
home of Forrestal, then undersecretary 
of the Navy.

mile and without their knowledge the 
transcript was furnished to President 
Roosevelt who ordered it locked up in a 
safe, as the men had talked too freely 
among themselves.

STUDY IX 


THE BEAST VISION OF THE TIMES OF 
THE GENTILES 
CHAPTER 7, PART II 


(Continued from last issue.) 
7. It had ten horns. A horn in Scrip- 


ture symbolism represents power. ‘These 
ten horns must be regarded as corres- 
ponding with the ten toes of the image 
in the image-vision. There they repre- 
sent ten kings, or kingdoms. In verse 24 
we read, “And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall arise.” 
These same ten kings, or kingdoms, are 
represented by the ten horns of the beast 
John saw come up out of the sea. Read 
Rev. 17:12. It is important that we 
adhere to the Word. Let us beware that 
we do not allow. misinterpreters to lead 
us astray. There are many misinterpre- 
ters these days, and some of them appear 
to display‘a great show of learning; 
nearly all seem to have implicit conh- 
dence in themselves. But if we follow 
them we shall go far astray. One such 
misinterpreter recently sent me a pam- 
phlet entitled, “Our Lord’s Sealed Book 
Revealed.” In it, in discussing the image- 
vision, he asserted that “the toes of the 
Image began in 1914 when the World 
War began,” and he named the divisions 
represented by the ten toes as America, 
Great Britain, Germany, Russia, Italy, 
France, Japan, China and Scandinavia, 
nine in all, and “the big toe at the end,” 
—“the Prince of Peace ruling all na- 
tions.” And the author informs us that, 
in recognition of his services, he had 
been granted the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity! All of which reminds me of 
the fact that even though a man may be 
a Doctor of Divinity it is no guarantee 
that he is either sane or sensible. 

It is quite evident from what John 
wrote that the ten horns were not in 
existence in his day. John was told, 
“The ten horns which thou sawest are 
* ten kings, which have received no king- 
dom as yet; but receive power as kings 
one hour with the beast” (Rev. 17:12). 
The Roman empire was in existence, 
but not in the form in which it will ap- 
pear at the time of the end, a time which 
has not yet come. 


There has been no great world em- ° 


pire since the Roman empire was broken 
up into fragments. Charlemagne tried 
to establish one, and failed; Napoleon 
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tried, and failed; every man who has 
tried failed, and must fail, for the Word 
of God has declared that there shall not 
be another until the fifth shall be set up, 
and the fifth will be the kingdom of the 
Son of man; it cannot be set up until 
Christ shall come, and ere He shall 
come “the times of the Gentiles” must 
run their course, and “the fulness of the 
Gentiles” must come in. 


V. The Little Horn 


Verse 8. “I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among them an- 
other little horn, before whom there 
were three of the first horns plucked up 
by the roots: and, behold, in this horn 
there were eyes like the eyes of man, 
and a mouth speaking great things.” 
Adam Clarke says that “among Protes- 
tant writers, this is considered to be the 
Popedom,” but, while this has been true, 
and in a measure is still true, there are 
serious objections to it. Tragelles be- 
lieved that the ten horns represent “the 


_ten kingdoms into which Rome shall be 


found finally divided, when Antichrist 
shall appear.” And this is the view ac- 
cepted by practically all premillennial 
teachers. It seems to be a sane and sen- 
sible interpretation, and fits perfectly 
into the picture. The “little horn,” then, 
is to be regarded as the coming Anti- 
christ. Says a well-known commentator 
(Jamieson, Fausset and Brown), “In the 
king symbolized by ‘the little horn,” the 
God-opposing, haughty spirit of the 
world, represented by the fourth mon- 
archy, finds its intensest development. 
‘The man of sin,’ ‘the son of perdition’ 
(2 Thess. 2). Antichrist (1 John 2:18, 
22 Ato 

This title—“Little Horn’—is one of 
twelve titles given to Antichrist in the 
Scriptures. Here are the other eleven: 

1. The king of Babylon (Isa. 14:4). 

2. The Assyrian (Isa. 14:25). 

3. Lucifer, son of the Morning, in 
opposition to the “Bright and Morning 
Star” (Isa. 14:12). 

4. The Prince that shall come (Dan. 
9:26). 

5. The king of fierce countenance 
(Dan. 8:23). 

6. The wilful king (Dan. 11:36), 

7. The idol shepherd (Zech. 11:17). 


8. The man of sin (2 Thess. 2:3).

Being a Neighbor to the Adolescent 


Note: Because of many requests for help with classes of adolescent age, the following is submitted 
as an introduction to further assistance to be found in this column at future dates.) 


. Dictionary definition of “neighbor” is 
“one that lives near.” 
Christ’s definition: “He that came 
near and shewed mercy.” 
A certain adolescent went down from 
_ Jerusalem (spiritual inspiration and in- 
_ terest, often characteristic of Junior age) 
_ to Jericho (physical and social develop- 
ment and interests ). 
His journey took him along the lonely 
road of misunderstandings, misgivings 
and questionings. En route he fell among 
thieves (prevalent today), who stripped 
him of his raiment (often of modesty, 
decency, and innocence, being left dar- 
ing and bold), wounded him (probably 
mentally; “trash wounds the mind”; 
wounded his knowledge of right and 
wrong; filled with darts of doubt and 
unbelief), and departed (social upsets 
left lonely for true understanding), leav- 
ing him half dead (the ultimate spiritual 
result, spiritual life choked out of him). 
It so happened that a certain minister 
passed that way, but because he did not 
realize the true condition or feel a burden 
for, or desire to stop and try to under- 
stand; or perhaps he judged the situation 
“hopeless,” anyway, he passed by on the 
other side. (In so doing, however, it 
gave the adolescent one more reason to 
say “nobody cares,” and that minister's 
church has lost another soul and possible 
member and worker.) 


Likewise a church member came by, 


looked on, discussed freely Cbut didn’t 
do anything about) the adolescent leak 
in the church, and then went his way. 

But a certain Samaritan (God-called, 
sent, and anointed Sunday School teach- 
er) came where he was (to his world, 
with his interests at heart.) and had com- 
passion (prayed down and in) on him; 
bound up his wounds with the bandage 
of understanding, pouring in the oil of 
spiritual anointing and wisdom, and the 
wine of Christian love.

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I have an idea, too, that the Samaritan 
sacrificed and placed his own cloak (sec- 
ond-mile friendship) about his naked 
shoulders. Then he lifted the adolescent 
to the back of his own beast, taking him 
to be his own responsibility. 

Mile after mile the two traveled to- 
gether; the adolescent riding, the Samar- 
itan walking closely alongside. As soon 
as it was humanly possible, the Samari- 
tan took his precious responsibility to an 
inn, (the church and spiritual shelter) 
and introduced the kind innkeeper (pas- 
tor) to the needy one. 

But the Samaritan was not through 
yet. He reached into his pocket and gave 
the innkeeper two pence (first penny, 
spiritual help; second penny; social 
help). Now, said the Samaritan, if any 
other need arises pertaining to this ado- 
lescent, remember, “I’m for him,” and 
I'll pay, so count on me.” And who was 
the neighbor???? 

Samaritans are scarce these days, far 
too scarce. Dying adolescents are many, 
oh, so many! Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest that He will thrust forth 
Samaritans into this needy field, for they 
are white already to harvest. 

Every successful Sunday School must 
have such a Samaritan! 


Move a Pile of Books by Blowing 
This sounds ridiculous unless you 
know how. You see, if you were to pile 


‘up some books on a table and take a good 


deep breath and blow and then blow 
again, and yet again, I doubt if any thing 
would happen except that maybe by then 
your head would be swimming. 

One breath at a time is not strong 
enough, but if you can combine all of 
that breath into one big blow, and then 
direct it into the right spot, it will move 
the books. This is how it is done: 

Get a large paper bag and lay it out 
flat on the table with just the mouth of 
the bag hanging over the edge of the 
table. Pile the books on the bottom edge 
or third of the bag. Pucker the mouth 
of the bag and blow into it, filling the 
bag with air. Eventually the bag will 
lift and move the pile of books. 

That pile of books reminds me of the 
big job we Christians have to do before 
Jesus comes.

thirst for smoke.” Great fear laid hold 
of my heart and tremblingly I threw the 
cigarette to the ground. 

The following Wednesday at a cot- 
tage prayer meeting the Lord met me 
and filled me with the Holy Ghost. I 
was praying with my head down and 
the pastor’s wife said to me, “God is not 
below you but is above.” And as I lifted 
my hands in the air, I fell backwards on 
the floor under the power of God. I 
beheld a vision of light and saw the Lord 
on the Cross, crimsoned as though by 
blood. Then I burst forth speaking in 
tongues as the Spirit gave me utterance 
according to Acts 2:4; 10:44-46; 19:6. 

Following my glorious baptism in the 
Spirit, I felt the Lord would have me 
sever all ties, so I disposed of my home, 
my truck, and all my possessions. The 
following spring I started out to walk 
twenty-two miles to Patterson to preach 
my first sermon. I did not have one 
cent in my pocket but I knew that God 
was with me. There was no Pentecostal 
church in Patterson at the time, but I 
knew God had called me to go there 
and preach the gospel. In one year’s 
time thirty-five received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost and a large number 
were saved. During this time I suffered 
many persecutions. Once I was stoned;

treated. Threatenings were made to 
take my life, but, hallelujah! God’s 
hand. was upon me to deliver me from 
my enemies. 

During these eleven and one-half 
years I have proven that God is all- 
sufficient.

answers are “Yes,” “No,” or “Wait.” He 
knows what is best for you. Then too, 
we need to put legs under our prayers 
occasionally. If you want to build a 
church — pray and then make use of a 


‘hammer and saw. If praying for a revival 


and souls; be an example, invite and see 
that folks get to church. 

In the preceding paragraph we em- 
phasized private prayer. Let us acknowl- 
edge, too, the import of public prayer. 

Very often, well-meaning individuals 
when called upon in public to offer 
prayer bring reproach upon the cause 
of Christ. They pray for their own pri- 
vate, intimate needs that others should 
know nothing of. When asked by your 
pastor or C.A. president to offer prayer 
let the Holy Spirit guide you in pray- 
ing for the general needs of all con- 
cerned. Have you ever found yourself 
practicing a lustrous and flowery prayer 
so you would be ready if called upon? 


Such “head” prayers avail little. Prayer - 


that comes from the heart brings results. 
Too often we pray at people, rather 
than for people. When praying with 
someone at the altar do not create a 
breach between you and the one you 
are praying with. Be careful how you 
pray. Don’t say, “Lord, this person is 
wicked, a filthy drunkard, etc., help 
him”; but rather, “Lord, we need Thee, 
help us. . . .” Enter into the feeling 
with them. You can have a wonderful 


spirit if the Wonderful Spirit has you. 


Our gospel is not the survival of the 
fit, but the revival of the unfit. 


Humble vs. Fleshly Energy 

Many Christians have a vague, fan- 
tastic notion of spiritual power, as a gal- 
vanic shock, instead of a deep, humble 
energy in the heart to go right on doing 
God’s will. 

Some time ago a brother went to the 
chapel to make a fire and light the lamps 
for a religious meeting. In a few minutes 
there came a brother who was always 
harping on power, mighty power, and. if 
we had the power, how the devil would 
tremble, and many like expressions. At 
the same time this man who had always 
harped on power was noted for being 
lazy, and stingy, and shirking the plain, 
humble duties of life. So the other’ 
brother replied, “God has given us the 
power already to go ahead and do His 


‘will, and what special power do you 


need just now except power for us to 
make these fires and light these lamps 
and sweep the house? And then when 
the meeting begins, if we are right with 
God, we shall have the power to sing, 
to pray, to testify, to talk to souls, to re- 
joice in God and to go right on doing 
God’s will.” 

But the other man was too lazy to 
make a fire in the stove, but wanted some 
galvanic shock to come in on him that 
would make him yell and jump over the 
benches, and frighten the neighbors, and 
make a big splurge and show off what a 
tremendous religion he had. These two 
men illustrate the different notions that 
people have of power. 

There. are some people who bellow 
like a bull for power, and are utterly 
good for nothing to God or man, either 
in their homes or in the church. The 
highest power is to love our enemies, 
to give our prayers, our money, our tears 
and our lives to Jesus and the saving 
of souls, and to humbly endure all 


things.—G. D. Watson.

“All day- and Sunday-schools have 
been closed, and Protestant children 
have to attend the State schools and are 
forced to worship the image of the Vir- 
gin Mary and learn the Roman Catholic 
catechism. In most places no Protestant 
can get work, for he has to have a good 
conduct frat the priest, who will not 
grant this to a Protestant.

“Gangs are an old story in New York. 
But today the activities of the boys and 
girls—for there are > many girls’ auxiliaries 
to these gangs— are inspired to some de- 
gree by racial and religious hatred, a 
manifestation of two of our most pressing 
social problems—juvenile delinquency 
and racial antagonism. . . 

“The girl auxiliaries of gangs are 
called the ‘debutante’ or ‘sub-deb’ divis- 
ions. Occasionally these divisions serve 
as the harems of the senior boy members, 
for there is considerable sexual promis- 
cuity.”—(Bradford Chambers in New 
York Times.)
